A graduate of the University 
of Illinois, Worthington began 
his career with United States 
Steel in 1923 as a sales ap­ 
prentice at South Chicago. He 
was identified with the sales 
organization of the former 
Carnegie-Illinois Steel subsidi­ 
ary of the corporation for 19 
years in Chicago, St. Paul, De­ 
troit and Pittsburgh in man­ 
agement capacities. Elected 
vice president of U. S. Steel 
Supply Div. in 1942, four years 
later Worthington became 
president of the organization.

Since becoming president of 
Columbia-Geneva Steel Div. of 
U. S. Steel on Jan. 14, 1957, 
Worthington has been active 
in many civic affairs, having 
served as chairman of the ad­ 
visory board for the 1958 San 
Francisco Bay Area Science 
Fair, serving as member of the 
board of governors of the 
United Bay Area Crusade, and 
of the board of trustees of the 
San Francisco Bay Area Coun­ 
cil. He is also a member of 
the board of directors of Stan­ 
ford Research Institute, the 
board of directors of the San 
Francisco Chapter of the Na­ 
tional Safety Council, and the 
board of directors of the Calif. 
Traffic Safety Foundation.
